In decision B-161852, dated July l4, 1967, he said. It is 
onnflusion that an agency head has authority under 5 U.S.C. 79 
to provide immunization against specific diseases without charge 
to employees^whenever he decides that it will be in the Government's 
interes^^ To~ do so and records a reasonable basis to support such 
determination as required by Budget Circular No. A-72.

T?nr manv agencies this decision removes a significant obstacle to 
improving their occupational health programs. We urge allagenci 
to d^elop a program of offering needed immunizations, without cost 
to employees, especially for influenza which in epidemic years can 
result in widespread absenteeism. If you need medical (or no - 
professional) advice or assistance on setting up an immunisation 
program, our Medical Division is at your service. Call our 
Dr .Johnson, code 183 ext.
